... Few have been able to get along 
with it. None have been able to get 
along without it. Those executives who 
know how to work with it most advan- 
tageously will find it the greatest sup- 
port for the accomplishment of execu- 
tive processes .. . Presidents will con- 
tinue to be made and unmade in the 
actions of the senate.” 

The speaker was Utah’s dignified 
Sen. Elbert D. Thomas, foe of pro- 
posed Wagner act amendments, sup- 
porter of Sen, Robert M. LaFol- 
lette’s civil liberties probe. When 
such a consistent New Lealer makes 
remarks like that on the senate 
floor, colleagues know White House 
and congress are no longer on 
speaking -terms. Senator Thomas’ 
speech (written at 3 a. m. on a 
Sleepless night) culminated a series 
of executive-legislative rifts that is 
frankly alarming proponents of 
Democratic peace:

W hite House-Congress Hostility May Mean 3rd Party for 1940 


ready eliminated is a $100,000,000 
appropriation for TVA at Gilberts- 
ville, Ky. The President’s request 
for a new start on*Florida’s ship 
canal and the Passamaquoddy tidal 
project is doomed. While a rebel- 
lious senate foreign affairs commit- 
tee threatens to publicize all its fu- 
ture hearings (as a brake on secret 
administration plans) the Export- 
Import bank has been restrained 
from making large credit loans to 
foreign nations This will forestall 
embarrassment over ‘‘unofficial al- 
liances.”’ - 

While social security’s reserve 
fund is under fire ocause the U. S. 
borrows all reserv ds), the New 
Deal’s vast relief “Program is en- 
dangered by a growing congression- 
al economy bloc. The President’s 
demand for restoration of $150,000,- 
000 lopped off his deficiency relief 
appropriation is now sidetracked in 
favor of a long range welfare study. 
Virginia’s Rep. Clifton A. Woodrum 
has asked a cut in next year’s relief 
budget to $1,120,000,000 (half the 
President’s request) and assign- 
ment of relief control to congres- 
sional hands. But relief will prob- 
ably be settled by adoption of the 
bill designed by South Carolina's 
Sen. James F. Byrnes, following 
last year’s senate inquiry. 

Miscellaneous. Anti-White House 
sentiment took voice in continuation 
of the house committee to investi- 
gate un-Americanism, under which 
Texas’ Martin Dies received $100,- 
000 and a carte blanche to explode 
all the bombshells he wished. Pend- 
ing are impeachment proceedings 
against Madame Secretary of La- 
bor Frances Perkins, charged with 
harboring Alien Harry Bridges, al- 
legedly communistic west coast C. 
I. O. leader. 

Significance. Since the President 
and congress seem to be heading 
down opposite. paths, the best guess 
holds that Mr. Roosevelt is delib- 
erately inviting a split in Democrat- 
ic ranks leading to formation of a 
third party for 1940. But Labor’s 
Nonpartisan league (C. I. O) must 
be a bulwark of that party, and the 
anti-C. I. O. slur contained in Judge 
Musmanno’s rejection fails to jibe 
with these plans. Moreover most 
debated presidential appointments 
have been judicial, practically val- 
ueless from a political viewpoint. 
But party-smashing need follow no 
definite course; damaged feelings 
cold easily be patched up in time 
for a third party campaign in 1940 
—or 1944. 


Judiciary 

A rare privilege is that of the U. S. 
President who can appoint four Su- 
preme court judges. Already Frank- 
lin Roosevelt has named Hugo 
Black, Stanley Reed and Felix 
Frankfurter, liberals like himself. 
Next will come appointment of a 
new liberal to succeed liberal Jus- 
tice Louis J. Brandeis, retired at full 
pay to help his fellow Jews and en- 
joy old age. Expected 4s an appoint- 
ment from the middle west, now rep- 
resented only by Minnesota’s Pierce 
Butler. Since many plainsmen felt 
short-changed last December when 
Mr. Roosevelt appointed Justice 
Frankfurter, an easterner, a middle 
west appointment is considered in- 
cumbent. 


Pan America 


Protesting Mexican expropriation 
ot American-owhed oil lands, Secre- 
tary of State Cordell] Hull has de- 
manded compensation. Meanwhile 
a false belief has arisen in Mexico 
City that President Roosevelt sym- 
pathizes with the revolutionary re- 
gime of President Lazaro Cardenas. 
Far from sympathetic, Mr. Roose- 
veltirecently:called Mexican ambas- 
sador Dr. Don Francisco Castillo 
Najera to the White House for a 
seminar on international good taste. 
The lesson: That sovereign Mexico 
can expropriate but must also make 
compensation. As Senor Najera 
carried this protest home, U. S. oil- 
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men were heartened into offering 
President Cardenas a_ settlement 
proposal: Oil lands would be re- 
turned, title and profits then di- 
vided on a 50-50 basis between gov- 
ernment and oil companies. 

But news from Mexico City made 
it clear this offer would be rejected. 
In addition to a $17,000,000 agree- 
ment signed last December to bar- 
ter oil for German machinery, 
President ,Cardenas has just an- 
nounced two new barter contracts 
involving approximately $4,000,000, - 
000 in Mexican oi] and Nazi manu- 


-factured protects. 


That Senor Cardenas is smugly 
satisfied with his progress was evi- 
denced by the remark of his chief 
political aid, Luis Rodriguez, made

to visiting Col. Fulgencio Batista, 
Cuban strong man: “When the 
President found the foreign com- 
panies refusing to obey _the gov- 
ernment’s orders in court, he gave 
the stern order to expropriate the 
oil companies. We show it to you 
as an authentic victory of the revo- 
lution, as an example to you.” 


Whether Strong Man Batista 
would accept the example remains 
to be seen, but Mexico already has 
one Latin-American ally in this 
pleasant game. Traveling through 
Bolivia, Correspondent John T. 
Whitaker of the Chicago Daily 
News found that nation’s oil deal- 
ings make Mexico’s expropriations 
look like child’s play. Specific ex- 
ample was Bolivian seizure of $17,- 
000,000 in Standard Oil properties 
early in 1937 on a trumped-up fraud 
charge. 


Agriculture 

Introduced in senate and house 
respectively by North Dakota’s Sen. 
Lynn J. Frazier and Rep. William 
Lemke, the ‘‘domestic allotment”’ 
agriculture plan would set mini- 
mum domestic prices on 50 major: 
farm crops, guaranteeing producers 
cost of production plus 10 per cent 
profit. Surpluses would be dumped 
on the world market for whatever 
they would bring. 

Though boasting big support in 
rural areas, cost-of-production legis- 
lation has few friends in the U. S. 
agricultural department. Up be- 
fore the senate agriculture commit- 
tee, 
urged piegon-holing for the Frazier- 
Lemke measure on two counts: (1) 
U. S. farmers are “‘sick and tired 
of having a new farm bill coming 
on them in the late winter or spring 
and being faced with a new set of 
rules;’’ (2) cost-of-production is im- 
practical. 

Mr. Wallace pointed out that the 
domestic allotment plan is based 
on three false assumptions. The 
assumptions and refutations: 


(1) The public would maintain. 


consumption. To the contrary, Mr. 
Wallace predicted bootlegging of 
farm products at below-cost-of-pro- 
duction prices as the least con- 
sumption problem. More likely, as 
happened during depression’s depth 
when purchasing power dropped to

new lows, consumption would drop. 

(2) Farmers would not greatly in- 
crease production. Minus strings 
now attached by AAA, the domes- 
tic allotment plan would place no 
barrier on production, probably (in 
the Wallace opinion) causing ‘a 
terrific increase.”’ 

(3) The surpluses could be easily 
sold abroad. Contrariwise, Mr. 
Wallace points out that foreign mar- 
kets are already glutted, a state- 
ment borne out by current export 
difficulties. What export at world 
prices would amount to, he says, is 
“subsidy for the foreign consum- 
er.”’ 

The substitute offered by Mr. 
Wallace is increased benefit pay- 
ments to U. S. farmers under the 
present AAA, probably coming 
from processing taxes. Since other 
farm economists maintain process- 
ing taxes would ultimately slap 
back at the consumer, it remains 
for congress to decide which is the 
lesser of two evils. 


Religion 

Last August President Roosevelt 
proposed the intergovernmental ref- 
ugee committee which subsequently 
elected American George Rublee its 
chairman. After almost six months 
of disheartening effort, Mr. Rublee 
handed the committee his resigna- 
tion and the net result of an almost 
single-handed battle. The result: 
A temporary plan for taking care 
of Germany’s unwanted Jews, 
wheedled from Reichsfuehrer Hit- 
ler. Points: (1) German Jews 
could return to their jobs until] the 
committee solves its problem; (2) 
Young German Jews can emigrate 
provided they arrange to finance 
later emigration of kinsmen; (3) 
older Jews would be protected until 
emigration is completed; (4) emi- 


grating Jews could borrow from a 


trust fund. -

Intentionally or otherwise, U. S. 
Secretary of. State Cordell Hull 
stepped to a microphone the night 
before congress went to work on 
President Roosévelt’s enlarged de- 
fense program. By the time he 
left, the world had learned how 
America’s No. 1 diplomat and 
tradesman feels’ about war: He 
sympathizes with: the- Whité House. 


After offering the standard de- 
fense argument that itis a nation’s 
“sacred duty’ to arm when the 
specter of a major war “‘haunts the 
world,’”.. Mr. Hull staged two sur- 
prises. The first, unusual for a dip- 
lomat, was a rejection of proposals 
that the U. S. call a disarmament 
conference. Next surprise was a 
common sensical explanation that 
arms conferences mean nothing 
when the basic causes underlying 
war are economic. These, he said, 
must be wiped out as a prerequisite. 

Father of the government’s cur- 
rent reciprocal trade program and 
an outspoken opponent of the Ger- 
man barter trade plan (See PAN 
AMERICA), Cordell Hull may have 
been hinting for a U. S. lead in 
plans to settle the world’s ills via 
the economic conference route. 
Since this could only mean ‘“ap- 
peasement” ,as practiced by Brit- 


ish Prime Minister Neville Cham- 
berlain, most observers thought Mr. 
Hull was not advocating an econom- 
ic conference, but was instead ad- 
vertising the merits of reciprocal 
trade treaties as a cure. 


Asia 

Three hundred miles southwest of 
Hong Kong and directly in Britain’s 
communication path lies tiny but 
important Hainan island, generally 
considered within France’s sphere 
of influence. What both France and 
Britain have long feared is Jap- 
anese seizure of Hainan, despite a 
1937 agreement that Tokyo would 
stay out so long as France blocked 
munition traffic to China via French 
Indo-China. But Japan has now 
violated that agreement, occupying 
Hainan on a ‘“‘temporary”’ basis so 
long as military necessity demands. 

Most observers fear that ‘‘military 
necessity’’ will demand permanent 
occupation. 

Significant is the fact that France 
has just rejected Japan’s ambassa- 
dor to Paris. Still more significant 
is the one-two-three sequence in 
which Hainan’s occupation followed 
Barcelona’s fall, just as Canton’s 
occupation last September followed 
the Munich settlement. Each time 
democracies capitulate in the west, 
Tokyo capitalizes on Hitler-Musso- 
lini triumphs to nip at the Franco- 
British far eastern position. 

In typical Japanese fashion, Hai- 
nan’s occupation is a poker-faced, 
self-righteous trick that dares Brit- 
ain, France and the U. S. to re- 
taliate. By Chinese, who ’see their

nation failing apart bit by bi€ the 
move is greeted with mixed emo- 
tion. The hoped-for consequence is 
a lifting of France’s ban on arms 
shipments through Indo-China. 


But from, his headquarters in far 
western Chungching, Chinese Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai - shek 
mourned Hainan’s fall as the .“‘be- 
ginning of Japanese domination in 
the Pacific.” Predicting heavy con- 
sequences for the U. S., France and 
Britain, General Chiang not only 
saw broken communication lines 
between Hong Kong, Singapore and 
Australia, but also a threat to U. S. 
and British naval bases at Hawaii 
and Singapore.

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JAPAN PLANS WAR; WOO MONGOLS 


Crafty Tokyo Capitalizes on the Unity 
Ambitions of Asiatics 


Today’s casual traveler in 
Japan and Manchukuo hears 
talk of ‘‘the war.”’ Strangely 
“the war’’ is not that bloody 
conflict which has been rag- 
ing in China the past two 
years. 

Instead Japan turns its im- 
perialistic eyes to the north- 
west, that vast, mysterious 
expanse of Asia where dwell 
the Mongol, Turk and Tartar, 
where Russian atheism min- 
gles with exotic Lamaism and 
sing-song Chinese chants. 
Here are slant-eyed, nomadic 
tribes who for centuries have 
lived far removed from the 


influence of either east or 
west, basking in memory of Ghen- 


has been completely militarized and 
woe to the man who tries to cross 
it. At only one point, the railroad 
entrance at Manchuli—in northwest- 
ern Manchukuo—can passage be 
made from Russian to Japanese ter- 
ritory. j 
Japan Woos the Mongols. 

Japan’s method has been one of 
crafty penetration. Following her 
occupation of Peiping in the sum- 
mer of 1987 she gained control of 
the rambling Peiping-Suiyuang rail- 
road which winds across Inner 
Mongolia for 700 miles. Yet it was 
not until several months ago that 
the world knew of this penetration. 
Behind the move is a fascinating 
story of intrigue, 6f imperialistic

Peace could reign in this strange 
land were it not for two great, stub- 
born powers which face. each other 
over a vast frontier. Of Russia it 
can be said there are few new terri- 
torial ambitions in Asia because 
the Soviet is already overburdened 
with land. But Russia will not re- 
linquish what it has, and Japan def- 
initely seeks to become the No. 1 
far eastern power. Big Asia is still 
not big enough to accommodate two 
such domineering giants. 

Japs Told to Prepare. 

The inevitability of this war was 
brought into clear focus last month 
when Japanese leaders told their 
people point-blank to prepare for 
several more years of hardship; that 
when the Chinese war was over 
there would be a new conflict with 
Russia. 

Actually this Russo-Jap war has 
been in progress since 1932 when Ja- 
pan marched into Manchukuo and 
established a puppet regime. It was 
first brought into the open last sum- 
mer when Soviet: and Japanese

These people are herdsmen and no- 
mads; Chinese are tradesmen. 
Sometime after the decline of the 
Khans, Outer and Inner Mongolia 
were separated, the first going to 
Russia and the latter to China. Out- 
er Mongolia has about 400,000 peo- 
ple, Inner has 300,000, and almost 
2,000,000 of them live in Japanese 
Manchukuo, 


As with such European peoples as 
the Ukrainians, the desire for na- 
tional unification has clung with 
Mongolians throughout the ages. 
Whether this desire still persists in 
Russian-dominated Outer Mongolia 
cannot be determined, for no for- 
eigner has legally set foat in that 
territory the past 10 years. Though 
an autonomous state, it is being 
used by the Soviet as a buffer 
against possible attack from the 


south, If it was not militarized long 
ago, it certainly has been since 
Japan began penetrating China. 


Pander to Anti-Chinese Feeling. 


Inner Mongolia has proved a fer- 
tile ground for. Japanese exploita- 
tion. These people have traditional- 
ly been looked down upon by their 
Chinese masters as barbaric no- 
mads. Consequently the Japanese 
found them only too willing to fall 
under Tokyo’s sway for it meant an 
end to the Chinese domination. 

Japanese propagandizing for a 
united Mongolia is satisfactorily fur- 
thering Tokyo’s desires. Prince Teh, 
the sincere puppet ruler who now 
holds sway over Inner‘Mongolia, was 
promised every assistance in bring- 
ing Russia’s Outer Mongolians into 
the newly organized ‘‘United League 
of Mongolia.’’ What the Japs 
failed to tell their new friends is 
that their primary purpose is to oust 
Russia, not to help the Mongolians. 

Lamaism ‘Encouraged.’ 

There have been other successful 
approaches. Under Chinese domi- 
nation the Mongolian religion of La- 
maism was prosecuted. This is even 
more marked in Outer Mongolia, 
where atheistic Russia has almost 
completely wiped it out. Japan 
promises to encourage Lamaison 
and has sent many Mongolian 
priests to Tokyo for ‘advanced 
study.”’ 

Development of Inner Mongolia is 
a job for Japan’s army. The first 
task is to build a strong ally, which 
is being accomplished through the 
‘United Leagues of Mongolia.’’ In 
accepting leadership of the autono- 
mous government Prince Teh prob- 
ably realized. he was becoming a 
mere figurehead, but through cen- 
turies of experience the oppressed 
Mongols have learned to take ad- 
vantage of expediency. Actually the 
government is managed by young 
Mongols educated in Tokyo, so it 
makes little difference if Prince Teh 
dislikes the Japs as much as he 
hates the Chinese. With its ‘puppet 


government established, Inner Mon- 


golia will be very similar to Man- 
chukuo in status. 

Next comes the task of exploiting 
the territory’s enormous natural re- 
sources and building up a military 
machine among the native Mongo- 
lians. The latter job is evidently 
well under way because Japanese 
military experts are flooding over 
the country. 

Spontaneous Agitation Expected. 

With this foundation Tokyo will 
begin penetrating Outer Mongolia, 
and it is there that trouble may start 
between Japan and Russia. It is 
hoped the pecple will begin Pan- 
Mongolian agitation by themselves 
after hearing reports of the good 
thirigs Japan is, doing for their kins- 
men to.the south. 

Reports from Moscow indicate the 
Soviet is not unaware of Japan’s in- 
‘tentions; One Guendoun, president 
of the Outer Mongolian People’s re- 
public, is now a “guest” of the Rus’ 
sian secret police during an effort 
to discover who was behind a plot 


First Lady Leaves Public Eye

WASHINGTON.—Contrary to pub- 
lic opinion the busiest first lady of 
the United States since Dolly Mad- 
ison has not lessened her activities.

A summary of her 1988 excur- 
sions, for example, reveals she trav- 
eled some. 42,000 miles from coast 
to coast, including.several Jecture 
tours on which she made 85 speeches 
~—15 fewer than in 1937. But this in- 
dicates no lessening inher speech- 
making; the first lady may, have 
given more “off-the-record’’ infor- 
mal talks than the previous year. 

A recent aational poll showed 
Mrs. Roosevelt is more popular than 
her husband, a fact attested to by

Russian military experts keep 
well posted on Outer Mongolia. 
Sergei Naumovich Mironoy, first as- 
sistant to Foreign Commissar Lit- 
vinov, spent two years there as an 
official of the secret police. General 
I. S. Konyev, now in command of 
the second red banner army de- 
fending Siberia from Japanese at- 
tacks, was formerly chief military 
advisor to the Mongol army. 

Until recently Outer Mongolia was 
one of Asia’s greatest mysteries. 
It had no railroads, no important 
cities and no highways. Buta small 
inland railroad has now been built 
and by the end of next summer it 
will be lengthened to join with the 
long Trans-Siberian railroad. 

Japan Looks Westward. 

Foreign military experts think Ja- 
pan’s expansion program is fool- 
hardy until the Chinese war is fin- 
ished, because the nation is already 
exhausted financially and weary of 
fighting. But this does not concern 
the Japs, who boldly outline their 
dream of expanding westward from 
Inner Mongolia into the deep interi- 
or of Asia. This would end with con- 


quest of China’s newest province, 
Sinkiang. Here they would run 
against Tartars, Turks, Mongols and 
Mohammedans, ail strongly influ- 
enced by the Soviet. But it would 
mean throwing up a barrier between 
Russia and the Chinese, cutting off 
aid from Siberia. 


This program is frankly a dream 


of the army, which is the most radi- 


cal faction of the Tokyo govern- 
ment and holds little respect among 
many peace-loving Japs. Conserva- 
tives fear these hot-blooded milita- 
rists will force the nation into war 
with Russia too soon, inviting de- 
feat. 


Today the sharp tongued Japs are 
rasping along a vast frontier at the 
Russian bear which lies silent and 
waiting, occasionally lifting its paw 
in a tentative slap at the impolite 
invader. This strange attitude both- 
ers the Japs, who met with fierce 
opposition on Changkufeng hill last 
summer but have heard little more 
since. The probability is that Rus- 
sia is content to wait until Japan 
sticks her imperialistic neck out e 
bit too far. Theh the ax may fall, 
hit or miss.

WASHINGTON. — Construction of 
a thiraset of locks for the Panama 
canal—instead of an entirely new 
canal at Nicaragua—is being dis- 
cussed seriously by the Roosevelt 
administration and members of the 
house and senate,military. affairs 
committees. 

Although the United States signed 
a treaty with Nicaragua in 1914 un. 
der which canal rights were estab- 
lished, the war department points 
out there would be little economic 
‘or military advantage to a second 
canal. More important, it would 
cost between  $1,000,000,000 and 
$1,500,000,000, compared with the 
$200,000,000 expenditure for increas- 
ing the Panama canal’s capacity.

are linked with President Roosgc- 
velt’s program to increase the zone’s 
military personnel as part of the 
current rearmament program, The 
new locks would accommodate the 
largest ships, all but a few of which 
are already able to cross the <enal.
